It was 
shown a number of years ago that 
warm winters in Southern Califor- 
nia were responsible for prolong- 
ed blooming p€riods and poor 
crops of deciduous fruits. 

Now this season it appears that 
we may be faced with the same 
situation in Tulare County. It has 
not been sufficiently cold to put 
the trees into a resting or dormant 
condition. Even at the present 
time some peache varieties are ob- 
served to have swollen buds. 

This situation is very important 
to growers of such varieties of 
fruits as Beauty plums. It is felt 
by University of California Ex- 
periment station workers at Davis 
and Al Rizzi, extension specialist 
in horticulture that those varieties 
which require early winter chil- 
ling in order to have healthy fruit 
buds will probably drop a large 
portion of these buds by spring.

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LCirietinas Tree Hazard Is Lessened

A fresh, moist Christmas tree 
is not as serious a fire hazard as 
the trimmings and wrappings 
that often go along with it, a 
fresh tree does not burn easily. 


A simple test for freshness is 
to shake the tree to see if any 
needles fall. If so, the tree is dry 
and will be dangerous to have in 
the house. 

Keep the tree in water to pre- 
serve its freshness. Cut the trunk 
off diagonally about an inch above 
the original cut to leave a new 
surface for absorbing moisture. 
Set the trunk into a number 10 
tin can and fill the can with
